Thus continued 
they, till by their wandring they came to 
the Almſehouſe within the Suburbs of 
Briftol,where one of the women alighted, 
and ſhe with the other of her own lex 
lovingly marcht on each fide of Naylor's 
Horſe. This Witherley ſaith, he ſuppoles 
they could not be lefſe deep in the muddy 
way then to the knees , and he taith they 
fang, but ſometimes with ſuch a buzzing 
mel-0 DIO VS noylethat he could not 
underſtand what it was. This the laid I7- 
therley gave in upon his oath. Thus did 
they reach Ratcliff-gate, with Timothy 

Wedlock 
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Yedlock of Devon bare-headed, and Mar. 
tha Symonds with the bridle on one fide 
and Hannah Stranger on the oher fide of 
the Horſe ; this Martha Simmonds is the 
wife of Thomas Simonds of London, Book- 
binder,and Hannah Stranger is the Wife of 
Fohn Stranger of Lexdon Combmaker,who 
{ung Holy, boly, boly, Lord Gad of Iſrael. 
Thus did he ride to the high Croſſe in 
Briſtol, and after that ro the White-hart in 
Broadftreet, wyhere there lies two eminent 
Quakers , by name, Denzs Hollifter, and 
Henry Row; of vyhich the Magiſtrates hea- 
ring they vvere apprehended and commit- 
ted to pri{on.

Tongue , which he ircely did; and the Executi- 
oner, with an Iron. abour rhe bigneſs of a Quill, 
bored the ſame, and by order from the Sheriff, 
held it ina {mall ſpace, to the end the Beholders 
might ſee and bear witneſs that the ſentence 
was truely executed : then having took it out , he 
marked him in the forehead with a B. at the 
which he not ſo much as ſtirred : but having been 
marked, he took the Executioner in his arms,and 
hugged him; and Robert Rzcb, through his ardent 
affe&tion, licked the wound on his forehead.

'O of Fames Naylers Dilciples ha- 

ving attained to ſome knowledge 
in the French-tongue , went over into 
France to a City called Burdeaux, where 
entring intoa Congregation of the Pro- 
teſtants, he began after his wonted man- 
ner herein England, to cry out in ihe 
open Congregation againſt the Mini- 
ſter, calling him conjurerc, lyer, impo- 
ſtor, deceiver ; and the elders and peo- 
ple being aſtoniſhed at the novelty, and 
reputing him a mad-man, came and told 
him , that they had laws in France, to 
protect the Congregations either of Pa- 
piſts or Proteſtants from any diſtur- 
bance ; and thruſt him forth of their 
Church, 


F up- 
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Vpon which, he went into the 
Church-yard , - and upon a ſtone conti- 
nucd. his diſcourſe, which drew the 
whole Congregation out of the Church, 
afterhim, and caufed the Miniſter to 
give over, andthe cIders coming again 
ro him, told him, that he being a ſtranger 
they were willing to favour him ; but 
ſceing he did continue his diſturbance, 
they would commit him to juſtice : he 


told them, Juſtice was never in that place 
until his appearance. 


Vpon that, they took him away to the 


Governour where being brought, with 
his hat on, he asked the Governour what 
he was; who told him he was the Go- 
vernour of that place, under the King of 
France : hefſaid, that he would not an- 
{wer him as Governour, his Government 
being carnal : and a certain Biſhop being 
with the Governour , who was a Papiſt, 
deſiring that he might queſtion him, and 
demanding what he was, hetold him he 
was an Engliſh-man, and ſent of the 
Lord to prepare his way : hedemanded 


of 
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of the Biſhop what he was, who told 
him he was a Biſhop : whereupon he re- 
plied, That againſt him he was ſent, who 
was one of che Locuſts that was {ent forth 
of the bottomleſs pit ; and that the wea- 
pons he had with him was fitted to de- 
ſtroy him and the whole Kingdom of 
Antichriſt, who was held in darkneſs and 
blindneſs; and that he was to pour out 
Vials of the Fathers Wrath upon him : 
The Governour perceiving ſeveral of 


the People to be infefted with his Do« 
Arine, demanded if there was any ſhip 


ready to fail for England ; which being 
informed of, he therein ſhipt him ; being 
not willing to uſe extremity to a ſtranger, 
but cauſed ſome fix or ſeven who had 
been infeQed with his Do&rine, to be 
whipped through the ſtreets.

Even or eight others went over in a veflel co 

New-England, where being arrived, they 
began to ſpread themſelyes ; butthe Govemor 
having notice, cauſed them to be clap'd up cloſe 
in a Caſtle, and would not ſuffer any ro come to 
ſee them under penaltie of five pounds, in the 
mean time he ſent for the Maſter of the ſhip that 
brought them, and commanded him 1mmediate- 
ly ro carry them back into old England, which 
he refuſing, was alſfoclapt up cloſe priſoner until 
he conſented and rook them aboard again : ar 
their departure, they ſhook oft the duſt off their 
feer, as a teſtimony againft chat place.
